Charlotte 
of

turn daughter of the Em press Freder­ 
ick. These three women, represent the 
oldest child, grandchild 
and 
great­ 
grandchild of the queen. 
The queen had nine children, six of 
whom are still living. 
There were 4U 
grandchildren,

whom 29 are living, and 56 great-grand­ 
children all living. 
Four of 
the queen’s children—-Vic­ 
toria, Albert E l wa rd, Alice and Alfred 
—occupied thrones us sovereigns 
or 
consorts, o f the grandchildren, one Is 
Em press of Russia, one Em peror 
of 
Germany, two are the Grand Duke and 
Grand Duchess of 
Hesse, 
one is the 
Grand Duke 
of 
Baxe-Coburg, 
and 
three, two daughters of the Empress 
Frederick and a daughter o f the lute 
Duke of Faxe-Coburg, ore married to 
rulers of German principalities. 
Of 
the other grandchildren near thrones 
are the Grown Princess of Greere and 
tho Crown Prince 
of 
Rournunia, a 
daughter of the late Duke of 
Saxo­ 
n b u rg . 
There are besides six younger grand­ 
daughters of the queen not yet intro­ 
duced to the world and for these there 
ie already talk of royal alliances. Only 
* few of the children of Leopold, Hel­ 
ena, Arthur and Beatrice, the 
young 
aune and daughters of the queen, have 
got far beyond the nursery. 
From this intricate list 
of 
regal 
connections with the royal family of 
England It will be *een that the late 
queen did all in her power to make the 
Anglo-Saxon race rule the world. 
She 
had a string upon every crown in E u­ 
rope as it were and with her close con­ 
nections on the thrones of European | 
powers it is strange that England 
Is 
practically isolated among the powers, : 
a fact that causes her to make 
the 
most strenuous efforts for an alliance 
with the United States more for its ef­ 
fect with other power* than fur any 
other purpose.

girls,” said a manager of one of the 
b ailing employment bureaus in Lowell, 
"Is that they alc* not capable; not one- 
quarter of the applicants for positions 
to do housework know how 
to cook. 
They may perhaps be able to do plain 
cooking, but they are not «bk* to go 
ahead and do all the cooking for a 
family, and w hat nearly every woman 
who hires a girl wants is a girl who 
can go ahead with tile work aa It ought 
lo be done without any assistance. Of 
course every family has its own pecu­ 
liar ways of doing certain 
kinds 
of 
work; but these minor details are very 
soon learned by a good bright girl, but 
ladles who come here to hire girls tell 
me th a t it takes moat of the girls they 
hire at least three months to become 
familiar with the ways of tire house­ 
hold. This is because they do not un­ 
derstand essentials.” 
“ I have found it to he true almost 
without 
exception,” 
continued 
the 
m anager of the 
employment 
oili< e, 
‘that when a family secures a faithful, 
capable, reliable girl, aim is appreciated 
and well treated. 
"La des will come to the office and 
say, 'I want a good, capable girl, one 
vvl’ 
can go ahead and do all the work 
w 
/ 
it my being obliged to be contin­ 
ual.y Instructing her. 
I urn willing 
to cav *4 a week for such a girl.’ 
“Such girls are rare. 
The average 
girl who cornea here to apply for 
a 
place will say, ‘I want an easy place, 
where I won t have to work 
all 
the 
time, arid I would Uke a place where 
there are no children.” 
“ When I asked if she can cook, she 
will say, ‘ can do plain cooking ’ 
“Could you go ahead and do all the 
cooking if the lady of the house should 
be absent?" I will ask. 
“ ‘(ab, no, I shouldn’t w ant of do thai. 
I couldn’t do that.’ Yesterday a girl 
called here and said she would like a 
place where there would not be 
so 
much to do aud where she could have 
a chance to play on tho 
piano.” 
I 
said to her, “Take my adive and 
if 
you go anywhere to apply for a po­ 
sition to do housework, don't mention 
the piano.’ 
Rut whether they are able 
to cook, or strong enough to wash, or 
In fact to do anything, the applicant 
w ants to be well paid and is 
Indig­ 
nant if offered no more than her ser­ 
vice's are worth.” 
The 
girl who 
announces 
herself 
ready and able to do all the work tor 
a family and guarantees herself per­ 
fectly capable to give satisfaction is 
a rarity; and sire 
Is 
received 
with 
open arm s by us and by hundreds of 
families. The most of the girls who 
come here w ant easy places. A wo­ 
man called here today who said she 
was a first-class house lo t per; 
but 
she wanted to work where there were 
no women or children around. 
These 
places are not always easy to find. 
The lack of k n o w l e d g e of the essen­ 
tials of good 
housekeeping is often due 
to the fact that a great many of Die 
a p p l i c a n t s have been doing other work 
and for some reason are out of 
em ­ 
ployment and think It is the easiest 
thing in the world to do housework, 
when in fact housework is an a rt arui 
to be a first-class housekeeper in every 
sense of the word, is no easy matter, 
but Is a result of years of Study in do­ 
mestic* science. 
Of course there are two sides to the 
servant girl problem. 
No doubt many 
employers 
ate hard 
to please 
and 
treat 
their 
servants 
in 
a heartless 
manner; but It m ust 
be remembered 
that w here it would be safe to treat one 
servant as one of the family, in tile 
majority of cases the servants would 
take 
advantage of 
their 
employers’ 
kindness. A sensible girl ought to be 
willing to keep her place as u servant. 
The servant girl problem will never 
be solved by uny other than the ner- 
vant herself. 
When house girls learn 
how to do housework and are thor­ 
oughly 
qualified 
and capable 
to go 
ahead we 
shaft hear of b es trouble 
among domestics. Many girls do not 
seem ambitious to learn nor willing to 
make the sa. rifloe necessary to learn 
any blanch thoroughly. 
This is the, 
complaint 
made by the employment i 
agent, who got it from the employers. 
When a girl knows lier business im* I 
perfectly, whether it. is 
cooking 
or j 
something else it would pay her 
to 
work for small wages in some 
place, 
where she could get a thorough train­ 
ing. 
Rut the girl with a sm attering 
of the business will insist 
th at 
she 
knows how to do the work, to wash, 
or to cook all right und then the trou­ 
ble begins. 
If a girl knows her business she need 
not care about the mistress, Of course 
lf th** mistress can point out a better 
method all right, but the mistresses 
themselves in a great many cases know 
hut little of what they undertake to 
touch, and tills also causes trouble. Ho 
on the whole It is no wonder that the 
girls find so m any bad employers and 
the mistresses so many unskilled girls. 
rho;-*' is a great deal of room for im­ 
provement on both sid. s. but tho girls 
lose most bv their carelessness in let­ 
ting pass opportunities to learn. 
It has been suggested that it would 
he an excellent idea to have 
cooking 
schools connected with every employ-
